Normally  in  lUP  Magazine,  we  follow  current  joiinialistic  prac- 
tice, referriiiii  to  people  on  second  reference  by  their  last  names. 
In  the  case  of  Trevor  Hadley.  who  died  in  April,  we  won't  he 
doing  that — not  in  this  coliinm,  anyway. 
For  all  the  years  I  knew  him — going  back  to  my  childhood — 
Trevor  Hadley  to  me  was  Dr.  Hadley.  I  couldn't  any  more  have 
called  him  by  his  first  name  than  1  could  have  stood  on  my  head. 


01  that  Dr.  Hadley  was  scary  or 
intimidating — on  the  contrary, 
he  was  warm  and  approachable. 
Above  all.  though,  he  was 
interesting.  and  this  was 
because  he  was  iiiicrcsicd.  He 
was  fascinated  by  people,  by 
events,  and,  especially,  by  lUP 
(to  which  he  unfailingly  referred  as  Indiana). 

From  the  day  he  came  to  Indiana  as  a  freshman  in 
1933  until  the  day  he  died.  Dr.  Hadley  was  part  of  this 
place.  From  1446  until  1978,  he  was  a  faculty  member 
and  an  administrator,  and  even  after  his  retirement,  he 
was  president  of  the  Alumni  Association  and  a  contribu- 
tor to  this  magazine  and  its  predecessor,  Oal<  Leaves. 

For  more  than  a  decade.  Dr.  Hadley  wrote  profiles  of 
retired  faculty  members  for  the  magazine;  the  last  one, 
of  Samuel  Hoenstine,  appeared  in  the  Winter  issue.  At 
Dr.  Hadley"s  memorial  service  in  the  Hadley  Union 
Building  in  May.  State  System  of  Higher  Education 
Chancellor  James  McConnick  '59  remarked  on  how 
much  these  profiles  had  meant  to  those  who  were  their 
subjects.  Writing  them,  he  said,  was  emblematic  of  Dr. 
Hadley's  loyalty  toward  his  colleagues  and  toward  Indi- 
ana itself. 

Had  he  chosen  another  career.  Dr.  Hadley  would  have 
made  a  great  reporter.  He  did  become  a  historian,  pub- 
lishing in  1994  a  book  of  vignettes  called  Only  in  Pitts- 
bwgli.  But  I  can  see  him  at  the  scene  of  great  events, 
calmly  recording  what  was  taking  place. 

In  one  of  the  last  times  we  talked  face  to  face,  he  told 
me  about  the  devastating  flood  of  the  late  1930s  and 
how  he  and  another  Indiana  student  had  driven  to  John- 
stown to  see  whatever  they  could.  They  became  part  of 
the  relief  effort,  and,  nearly  si.xty  years  later,  /  could  see 
it  all  through  his  descriptions.  Life  to  Dr.  Hadley  was  a 
grand  adventure — one  he  was  eager  to  share  with  the 
rest  of  us.  We  will  miss  him.

They  included 
Governor  Ridge,  Chan- 
cellor McCormick,  and 
Robert  Eberly  and  his 
sister,  Carolyn  Eberly 
Blaney.  Gifts  to  the  uni- 
versity from  the  Eberly 
Family  Charitable  Trust 
provided  state-of-the-art 
technology  for  the  build- 
ing. We  are  proud  to  be 
able  to  reflect  the  enor- 
mous importance  of 
those  gifts  and  the  family 
that  gave  them  in  the 
name  of  the  building 
dedicated  that  day. 

Among  other  special 
guests  was  the  family 
ofG.  G.Hill,  who  led 
the  Department  of  Busi- 
ness Education  for 
thirty-seven  years  until 
his  retirement  in  1956. 
The  large  meeting  room 
that  is  part  of  the  build- 
ing's Dean's  Suite  is 
now  called  the  G.  G.  Hill 
Conference  Room 
in  memory  of  Professor 
Hill. 

Others  who  received 
special  recognition  that 
day  were  several  faculty 
emeriti  of  the  various 
departments  within  the 
Eberly  College  of  Busi- 
ness. This  was  especially 
fitting,  because,  while 
the  centerpiece  of  the 


day's  events  was  the  glo- 
rious new  building,  the 
heart  and  soul  of  the 
college  and  of  the  uni- 
versity itself  are  the  ded- 
icated faculty  who  teach, 
inspire,  and  guide  gener- 
ations of  students.

The  building  has  open 
labs  for  students — labs 
equipped  with  worksta- 
tions boasting  integral 
audio/video  capability, 
as  well  as  CD-ROM 
players.  Faculty  mem- 
bers will  have  access 
to  remote  computing 
technology,  connecting 
them  from  home  or 
from  far  away  with  the 
college  network  and 
allowing  them  to  create 
or  access  educational 
material  from  a  distance.

One 

Scholarship's 
Story 

The  >ear  was  1961.  Judy 
Kovalchick,  then  a  senior 
at  St.  Mar>s  Area  High 
School  and  known  as  Judy 
Geyer.  faced  one  of  life's  impor- 
tant crossroads.  She  had  to 
decide  if  she  would  take  a  risk 
and  go  to  college. 

As  one  often  children  from 
a  working-class  family. 
Kovalchick  knew  continuing 
her  education  was  a  luxury  her 
parents  could  not  afford.  With 
the  encouragement  of  George 
Gasper,  the  guidance  counselor 
at  St.  Marys  and  a  19.'^3  lUP 
alumnus.  Kovalchick  applied  to 
lUP's  predecessor,  Indiana  State 
College.  To  her  delight,  she 
was  accepted  and  received  a 
scholarship  that  assisted  with  the 
finances  for  her  first  year. 

"1  w  ill  be  forever  grateful  to 
the  administrators  at  St.  Marys 
High  School  for  their  encourage- 
ment and  for  making  it  finan- 
cially possible  for  me  to  apply 
and  pay  for  the  first  semester," 
Kovalchick  said.  ""Simply  stated, 
they  changed  my  future.  1  don't 
believe  I  would  have  gone  to 
college  had  it  not  been  for  Mr. 
Gasper  and  the  others."" 

While  at  lUP.  Kovalchick 
became  aw  are  of  other  scholar- 
ships and  loan  programs  she 
could  use  to  achieve  her  educa- 
tional goals.  She  received  a 
National  Defense  Education  Act 
student  loan  from  a  now  -defunct 
federal  program  which  partially 
forgave  the  loan  amount  each 
year  the  recipient  taught  after 
graduation.  "The  impact  of  one 
statement  at  the  meetings  of 
NDEA  loan  recipients  remains 
etched  in  mv  mind — 'When  vou 


repay  \  our  loan,  you  make  it 
possible  for  others  to  get  future 
loans,""  Kovalchick  recalled. 

Kovalchick  could  not  have 
known,  sitting  in  that  auditorium 
then,  that  not  only  would  lUP 
and  the  scholarship  opportunities 
presented  to  her  have  a  major 
impact  on  her  life — the  time 
would  come  when  she  would  be 
instrumental  in  shaping  the 
future  of  the  university  and  of 
other  young  people  from  St. 
Marys  with  dreams,  too. 

Upon  her  graduation  from 
lUP,  Kovalchick  enjoyed  teach- 
ing for  several  years.  She  also 
pursued  a  master"  s  degree  at  lUP 
and  married  Joe  Kovalchick,  an 
Indiana  businessman.  Together, 
this  young  couple  expanded 
the  Kovalchick  Corporation"s 
business  holdings  and  began 
their  family.  They  also  continued 
the  fortx  -plus  years  of  support 
extended  to  lUP  by  the 
Kovalchick  family,  which 
throughout  the  years  has  pro- 
vided for  many  projects  and 
programs — from  athletics  to 
student  scholarships. 

■'lUP's  reputation  has  been 
excellent  as  a  teacher's  college 
for  decades,  and  through  the 
years  it  has  become  nationally 
known  for  its  varying  curricu- 
lum, doctoral  programs,  and 
competitive  costs  in  relation  to 
private  schools,"  Kovalchick 
said.  ""It  makes  good  sense 
to  invest  in  the  education  of  out- 
standing students." 

Knowing  that  her  experiences 
at  St.  Marys  and  at  lUP  deserve 
much  of  the  credit  for  the  suc- 
cess she's  enjoyed,  Kovalchick, 
with  the  encouragement  of  her 
husband,  endowed  a  scholarship 
fund  in  1990  to  assist  graduates 
of  St,  Marys  Area  High  School 
who  enroll  at  lUP,  "We  chose 
St,  Marys  High  School  for  the 
scholarship  because  of  my 
feeling  of  wanting  to  repay  the 
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school  tor  hclpiii!:  inc." 
explained  Kovalchiek.  "St. 
Marys  is  where  I  was  born  and 
raised,  and  Indiana  is  where  I've 
lived  mosi  of  my  life.  It  is 
impossible  to  live  here  and  work 
adjaeeni  to  IL'P  and  not  he 
affected  by  the  university  com- 
munity. 

"Naming  a  scholarship  for  our 
family  has  had  a  tremendous 
effect  of  knowing  specifically 
that  we  are  making  a  difference." 
Kovalchiek  continued.  "There 
have  been  five  recipients  of  the 
Kovalchiek  Family  .Scholarship. 
They  have  been  outstanding 
scholars  at  lUP  and  leaders  in  the 
university  community.  I  could 
not  ha\e  asked  for  a  more  satis- 
fying response  to  creating  the 
scholarship  program." 

The  first  Kovalchiek  Family 
Scholarship  recipient.  Divonna 
Mohr.  graduated  from  lUP  in 
1995.  She  has  nothing  but  praise 
for  her  benefactor.  "Mrs. 
Kovalchiek  and  I  got  to  be 
friends  throughout  my  years  at 
lUP.  She  was  such  a  tremendous 
help  and  a  great  role  model 
for  me,"  Mohr  said  from  her 
home  in  Westminster.  Md.. 
where  she  is  a  fifth  grade  teacher 
at  Robert  Morton  Elementary 
School. 

"I  remember,  when  I  first 
learned  I  got  the  scholarship.  I 
was  .so  impressed  that 
Mrs.  Kovalchiek  wanted  to 
give  something  back  to  her 
hometow  n."  Mohr  continued. 
"When  we  met.  Judy  made  me 
feel  that  I  could  do  anything. 
Thanks  to  her,  I  have  a  job  I  love 
and  know  1  couldn't  have  chosen 
a  better  career  than  teaching.  I 
can"t  thank  Judy  enough  for 
her  support.  I  know  1  couldn't 
have  been  successful  without  her 
friendship  and  generosity." 

A  busiitesswoman  who  main- 
tains a  demanding  schedule 
which  usually  begins  in  the  early 
morning  hours  before  sunrise. 
Kovalchiek  always  finds  the 
time  for  lUP  and  its  students. 
She  served  for  several  years  as  a 


member  of  ihe  lUP  .Alumni 
.Association  lixecutive  Board 
and  as  the  liaison  w  ith  the 
Foundation  for  lUP.  At  the  end 
of  her  term  with  the  Alumni 
.Association,  she  accepted  a  .seat 
on  ihe  t-oundalion  for  lUP  Board 
oi  Directors.  In  this  position. 
Kovalchiek  helped  to  plan  and 
implenienl  the  recent  twenty- 
million-dollar  Campaign  for 
Indiana  University  of  Pennsylva- 
nia. She  was  awarded  lUP's 
Distinguished  Alumni  Award 
and  is  a  member  of  the  univer- 
sity's chapter  of  the  Honor  Soci- 
ety of  Phi  Kappa  Phi. 

"The  success  of  the  Campaign 
for  Indiana  University  of  Penn- 
s\  Ivania  has  raised  the  sights 
of  faculty,  students,  and  alumni 
to  the  tremendous  possibilities  of 
the  university's  future  into  the 
twenty-first  century,"  said  Joan 
Fisher,  vice  president  for  institu- 
tional advancement.  "With  the 
momentum  of  the  campaign  still 
strong,  we  are  embarking  on  a 
focused  effort  to  secure  scholar- 
ship funds  for  many  students 
enrolled  at  lUP." 

According  to  a  1994-95 
summary  report  issued  by  the 
Office  of  Financial  Aid.  nearly 
83  percent  or  12.488  of  the 
15.183  students  enrolled  at  lUP 
received  some  form  of  financial 
assistance  totaling  $59,490,232 
from  federal,  state,  and  private 
sources.

They  are  vei^  special 
to  me.  and  I  believe  that  those 
students  who  receive  aid  will  be 
inclined  to  help  others  as  they 
become  able  to  do  so."

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Peter  Cnlahoyiiis's  Tribute 

First-Place 
Bronze 

Peter  Calaboyias.  who 
received  a  master's 
degree  in  art  from  lUP  in 
1969,  is  the  sculptor  of  Tithiac.  a 
massive  bronze  statue  unveiled 
in  Atlanta  in  June  to  commemo- 
rate the  hundredth  anniversary  of 
the  modem  Olympic  Games. 

Seventeen  feet  high  and  span- 
ning twenty-four  feet,  the  sculp- 
ture will  become  a  permanent 
fixture  of  Atlanta's  thirty-acre 
Centennial  Olympic  Park.  Its 
sculptor  expected  that  it  would 
be  seen  frequently  on  television 
around  the  world  in  conjunction 
with  the  Olympic  Games,  from 
mid-July  to  early  August. 

Based  in  Pittsburgh, 
Calaboyias  is  the  sculptor  oi Atti- 
cascape.  located  at  lUP's  Sally 
Johnson  Hall.  His  most  recent 
work  was  commissioned  by  the 
American  Hellenic 


Educational  Progressive  Associ- 
ation and  recalls  the  symbols  and 
features  of  ancient  Greek  pottery, 
as  well  as  the  arch  through  which 
Olympians  pass  to  enter  the 
games. 

Calaboyias  was  born  in 
Greece  in  1940  to  a  Greek 
mother  who  had  become  a  U.S. 
citizen  but  who  had  returned 
to  Greece  to  see  her  father 
shortly  before  the  outbreak  of 
World  War  II.  It  was  not  until 
1946  that  Calaboyias  and  his 
mother,  brother,  and  sister  were 
able  to  make  their  way  to 
the  United  States,  where  they 
settled  in  Johnstown. 

The  sculptor  attended  New 
York  University  and  earned  a 
bachelor's  degree  at  Penn  State 
before  coming  to  lUP.  He  has 
taught  in  the  Pittsburgh  Public 
Schools  and  at  Carnegie  Mellon 
University,  the  Carnegie  Museum 
of  Art.  and  the  Community  Col- 
lege of  Allegheny  County  and  is 
currently  artist  in  residence  at 
Grove  City  College.  His  works 
are  in  many  public  and  private 
collections. 
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irs  a  Mystery 

Saved  from  sure  destruc- 
tion by  determination  and 
ingenuity,  a  mystery 
painting  hangs  in  the  office  of 
the  Management  Infomiation 
Systems  and  Decision  Sciences 
Department  in  the  Eberly 
College  of  Business.  A  photo- 
graph of  the  painting  appears  on 
the  back  cover  of  this  issue  of 
lUP  Magazine. 

The  painting  last  resided  in 
McElhane>  Hall — improbably 
located  inside  a  built-in  book- 
case. Faculty  member  Kenneth 
Shildt  was  the  most  recent 
occupant  of  the  office  (202 
McElhaney)  in  which  the  book- 
case was  located,  and  he  often 
thought  how  the  glass  doors 
of  the  bookcase  seemed  lo  fomi  a 
window  with  the  painting  behind 
them.  He  couldn't  figure  out. 
though,  how  the  painting  had 
come  to  be  in  the  bookcase:  at 
four  and  a  half  by  five  feet,  it  was 
just  too  big  to  fit  through  the 
doors.  Nor  (.lid  he  know  who  had 
painted  it.  nor  when  it  had  been 
painted. 

One  thing  Shildt  did  know  was 
that  the  painting  was  in  jeopardy. 


Soon,  he  and  his  colleagues 
w  ould  move  lo  the  new  Eberly 
College  of  Business  building, 
and  the  interior  of  McElhaney 
would  be  gutted  for  renovation. 
Shildt  was  determined  that  the 
painting  not  be  destroyed. 

In  the  end.  it  was  departmental 
secretary  Janet  May  and  student 
worker  Greg  Faulhaber  who 
saved  it.

A  Treasury  of  Legend  and  iMre 

Bookends 


The  Summer  Olympics:  A 
Treasury  nf  Legend  and 
Lore  b>  Bob  Fulton  75 
recently  was  released  by  Dia- 
mond Communications.  A  free- 
lance writer.  Fulton  is  contribut- 
ing editor  of  lUP  Mujiaziue  and 
has  published  a  number  of  arti- 
cles on  various  sports-related 
topics. 

This  anecdotal  work  covers 
the  hundred-year  history  of  the 
modein  Olympic  games,  from 
Athens  to  Atlanta,  spotlighting 
memorable  moments,  notable 
athletes,  offbeat  episodes,  and 
little-known  facts  (for  example, 
famed  baby  doctor  Benjamin 
Spock  won  a  gold  medal  in  row- 
ing). The  book  touches  on  Ray 
Ewry,  who  overcame  childhood 
polio  to  win  a  record  ten  gold 
medals  in  track  and  field:  board- 
sailor  Mike  Gebhardt,  who  lost 
out  on  a  gold  medal  at  Barcelona 
because  of  a  plastic  garbage  bag: 
gymnast  George  Eyser,  who  won 
six  medals  in  1904.  despite  his 
wooden  leg:  and  Sweden's  Oscar 
Swahn.  who  captured  the  last  of 
his  six  shooting  medals  at  the  age 
of  seventy-two.  The  Summer 
Olympics  also  covers  Margaret 
Abbott,  who  won  the  golf  com- 
petition at  the  1400  Paris  games, 
thus  becoming  the  first  American 
woman  to  claim  an  Olympic 
championship.  Abbott  later 
attributed  her  victory  in  part  to 


the  fad  that  "all  the  French  girls 
apparently  misunderstood  the 
nature  of  tiie  game  scheduled  for 
that  day  and  turned  up  to  play  in 
high  heels  and  tight  skirts." 

Beyond  Peamil  Buller  and 
.Icily  Siiiid\ii(li('\hy  Cheryl 

Roche  KirSCh  71  was  released  in 
January  by  Northwest  Publish- 
ing. Kirsch.  a  teacher  in  the 
Norwin  School  District  in  North 
Huntingdon.  Pa.,  who  has  been 
experimenting  in  the  kitchen 
since  childhood,  was  in.spired 
by  her  own  love  of  peanut  butter 
and  experimented  with  recipes 
for  the  book  for  more  than 
twenty  years.  Beyond  Peanut 
Butter  and  Jelly  Sandwiches 
covers  desserts,  entrees,  soups, 
sauces,  salads,  and  more. 

The  Most  Dangerous  Man  in 
America?  Pat  Robertson  and  the 
Rise  of  the  Christian  Coalition 
recently  was  released  by 
Prometheus  Books.  The  book 
was  written  by  Robert  Boston 
'85,  who  also  is  the  author  of 
I'i/n  the  Rclii;ious  Right  Is 
Wrong  About  the  Separation  of 
Church  and  State.  Boston  is 
assistant  editor  of  Church  and 
State  magazine,  which  is  pub- 
lished by  the  Americans  United 
for  Separation  of  Church  and 
State  in  Washington,  D.C. 

On  the  book's  jacket,  Boston 
writes,  "This  book  is  designed  to 
be  a  warning.  Consider  it  a  fire 
alarm,  ringing  loudly  and  warn- 
ing of  immediate  danger — that 
an  intolerant  extremist  now 
comes  perilously  close  to  hold- 
ing the  reins  of  American  poli- 
tics. It  is  an  examination  of 
[Robertson's]  views,  his  incon- 
sistencies and  hypocrisy,  and 
frankly,  his  power." 

Seeing  the  Sites 
Abroad 

In  May,  President  Lawrence 
K.  Pettit  made  a  twelve-day 
trip  to  Egypt,  Germany, 
and  France  to  meet  with  officials 
of  universities  with  which  lUP 
has  reciprocal  artangements  and 
to  tour  the  facilities  of  those 
universities. 


Pettit  first  flew  to  Cairo  to 
confer  with  officials  of  Egypt's 
Ain  Shains  University.  lUP  has 
an  international  exchange  and 
study  abroad  program  with  Ain 
Shams,  which  Pettit  and  the 
Ain  Shams  president  reviewed 
in  a  formal  signing  ceremony. 
Pettit  met  with  members  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Universities 
and  familiarized  himself  with 
the  features  of  the  Egyptian 
university. 

In  Duisburg,  Germany,  Pettit 
signed  a  document  fomializing 
an  extension  of  lUP's  ongoing 
international  exchange  and 
study  abroad  program  with  the 
Gerhard  Mercator  University 
of  Duisburg.  His  final  stop 
was  Nancy,  France,  where  lUP 
has  two  exchange  programs  at 
the  University  of  Nancy  II.  One 
is  for  English-speaking  students 
and  the  other  is  for  French- 
speaking  participants.

Anew  honor  society  at 
lUP  will  provide  quali- 
fied seniors  with  recog- 
nition of  excellence.

Street  College  of  Education.  The 


grant  gives  scholarships  to  a 
group  of  paraprofessionals  work- 
ing in  Pittsburgh  Public  Schools, 
permitting  their  enrollment  in 
lUP's  teacher  education 
program.  Edwina  Void  is  chair- 
person of  the  Department  of 
Professional  Studies  in  Educa- 
tion at  lUP  and  director  of  the 
UTRRR  program.

The  Middle  States  Associ- 
ation of  Colleges  and 
Schools  has  issued  reac- 
creditation  to  lUP  for  the  next 
ten  years  without  requiring  the 
university  to  meet  any  specific 
follow-up  conditions.

Hershey  Medical  Cen- 
ter. It's  a  cause  dear  to  his  heart,  for  Witter  is  a  cancer 
suni\or. 

He  was  diagnosed  with  adenoid  cystic  carcinoma  iK)t 
long  after  wrapping  up  his  superlative  collegiate  career. 
Doctors  removed  Winer's  upper  left  jav\  ;ind  surgically 
rebuilt  that  side  of  his  face.  He  had  to  learn  to  speak  again. 
"So  many  people  helped  me  get  through  what  I  had." 
said  Witter,  who  is  32  and  the  pro  at  Pine  Meadows 
Golf  Club  near  Lebanon.  "Now  I'm  in  a  position  to  help 
others,  to  repa\  all  that  people  have  done  for  me." 


His  means  of  repayment — the  .Marathon  for  Jake — 
was  inaugurated  in  1992  at  Fox  Chase  Golf  Club,  where 
Witter  formerly  served  as  pro.  Witter  solicited  pledges 
based  on  the  number  of  holes  played,  number  of  birdies, 
number  of  eagles,  etc.  He  played  145  holes  that  year, 
raised  SI 0.000.  and  learned  a  painful  lesson:  use  a  golf 
cart.  Witter  walked  the  course — an  estimated  thirty 
miles'  wcirth  of  steps — and  wound  up  with  feet  so 
swollen  that  it  was  three  days  before  he  could  fit  into 
shoes  again. 

Since  Witter  went  to  a  cart,  it's  his  numbers  that  have 
swelled.  He  played  229  holes  and  raised  $10,000  in 

1993.  increased  his  totals  to  259  holes  and  SI 7.350  in 

1994.  and  ballooned  to  306  holes — the  equivalent  of 
seventeen  rounds — and  S26.300  last  year.  National  pub- 
lications such  as  Spoils  lllustnited.  PGA  Magazine,  and 
Golf  Illustrated  recognized  his  astounding  achievement. 
"It's  a  very  demanding  thing  to  do."  said  Witter.  "It's 
not  unlike  running  a  marathon.  But  it's  actually  a  lot 
tougher  mentalh'  than  physically.  Golf  is  the  type  of 
game  that  requires  fairly  astute  concentration  to  make  it 
through  eighteen  holes.  When  you're  talking  about  one 
round,  that's  hard  enough.  When  you're  talking  about 
seventeen  rounds,  it's  a  major  challenge." 

Especially  when  the  first  few  are  played  in  darkness. 
To  squeeze  in  as  many  holes  as  possible.  Witter  teed  off 
last  year  at  2:55  a.m..  utilizing  glow-in-the-dark  balls 
and  spotlights.  He  played  nonstop,  gobbling  bananas, 
peaches.  cand>  bars,  and  granola  bars  between  shots, 
washing  it  down  with  gallons  of  Gatorade  and  water.  He 
didn't  quit  until  8:30  p.m.,  which  computes  to  a  mind- 
boggling  fifty-three  minutes  per  round.  In  a  sport  where 
participants  generally  play  at  a  glacial  pace.  Witter  is  a 
lightning  bolt,  there  and  gone  in  an  instant. 

And  yet,  despite  attacking  the  course  as  furiously  as  a 
fast-breaking  basketball  team  trying  to  beat  the  buzzer, 
his  scores,  incredibly  enough,  don't  suffer.  Witter  aver- 
aged 69.7  strokes  per  round  last  year  and  even  fired  a 
sizzling  62.  The  typical  weekend  golfer  would've  gladly 
accepted  his  worst  round  of  the  day,  a  75. 

How  does  Witter  shoot  so  well  under  conditions  that 
would  seem  to  invite  triple-digit  rounds'.'  He  hasn't 
a  clue. 

"If  I  could  truls'  explain  it.  I  would  probably  be  play- 
ing the  PG.A  Tour,  because  they're  the  kind  of  scores 
those  gu\  s  are  shooting."  Witter  said.  "The  only  thing  I 
can  tell  you.  once  into  the  middle  rounds  I  go  into  a 
groove  where  I  feel  so  relaxed  and  so  mentally  at  ease 
and  I  just  kind  of  let  it  flov^.  I  get  in  a  zone.  I  hit  my 
drives  longer,  my  putts  go  in — it's  an  amazing  feeling  to 
go  out  there  and  be  able  to  do  that." 

Witter  won't  predict  how  many  holes  he'll  play  in 
this  year's  marathon,  his  first  at  Pine  Meadows.  But 
count  on  him  to  tee  off  well  before  dawn  and  continue 
until  sunset,  all  in  the  name  of  a  worthy  cause. 

"Every  year  I  try  to  outdo  what  I  did  the  previous 
year.  So  my  goal  is  to  play  more  holes  than  I  did  last 
year."  Witter  said.  "And  somehow,  some  way.  I'll  figure 
out  a  wav  to  do  it."  "^

When  Sue  Snyder  assumed  the 
reins  of  a  moribund  softball  pro- 
gram in  19Q5,  taltv  of  conference 
championships  and  national 
rankings  seemed  as  out  of  place 
as  Roseanne  at  a  charm  school 
graduation.  lUP  had  finished  5- 
25  the  year  before,  the  latest  in  a 
numbing  sequence  of  dismal 
seasons  (4-30.  2-14.  and  2-12). 
A  reason  to  hope  was  harder  to 
find  than  Salman  Rushdie.  But 
all  that  changed  this  spring  when 
the  once-downtrodden  Indians 
reversed  their  fortunes  and  made 
a  dramatic  breakthrough.  Sny- 
der's team  posted  the  program's 
first  winning  record  (20-19)  in 
ten  years  and  qualified  for  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Athletic  Con- 
ference playoffs.  "I  wanted  my 
first  recruited  class  to  get  to 
states,"  said  Snyder,  recalling 
her  long-range  objectives  when 
she  was  hired.  "And  my  ne.xt 
year  I  wanted  to  get  into  the  top 
twenty  in  the  nation."  No  longer 
is  a  place  among  the  Division  II 
elite  a  far-fetched  goal.  Not  with 
so  much  talent  on  hand.  For 
example,  shortstop  Maureen 
Hensel — one  of  five  freshman 
starters — will  return  after  lead- 
ing lUP  in  batting  (.390).  on- 
base  percentage  (.474).  nms 
(26).  RBIs  (29).  doubles  (13). 
and  home  runs  (2)  and  earning 
PS  AC  West  Rookie  of  the  Year 


Sue  Snyder 
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honors.  So  will  sophomore  Laura 
Krapsho,  the  ace  of  the  pitching 
staff.  T/}i'  pitching  staff,  actu- 
ally— Krapsho  worked  every 
inning  of  every  game.  The  many 
holdovers,  along  with  a  top- 
notch  recruiting  class,  have 
helped  foster  optimism  where 
once  there  was  none.  "I  have 
four,  maybe  five  handpicked 
players  coming  in,"  said  Snyder. 
"They'll  step  right  into  the  holes 
left  by  graduation." 

Changes  are  afoot  on  the  I  UP 
basketball  scene.  Kurt  Kanaskie, 
who  compiled  a  152-73  record  in 
eight  seasons  and  choreographed 
the  Indians'  rise  to  national 
prominence,  accepted  the  head 
coaching  position  at  Division  I 
Drake  University  in  Iowa  (and 
took  along  assistant  Marty  Bell). 
Meanwhile,  women's  coach  Jan 
Kiger(  141-121)  was  fired  fol- 
lov\ing  a  9-17  campaign.  More 
about  the  new  coaches.  Sandy 
Thomas  and  Gary  Edwards,  \\  ill 
appear  in  the  next  issue  o(  lUP 
Magazine. 

Senior  Robert  Misenko,  who 
set  the  all-time  lUP  men's  scoring 
record  (1,715  points)  in  Febraary, 
was  named  the  ECAC  Division  II 
Player  of  the  Year  and  honored 
w  ith  a  tlrst-team  berth  on  the 
ECAC  all-star  squad,  which  also 
included  classmate  Derrick  Free- 
man. In  addition.  Freeman  and 
Misenko  were  second-  and  third- 
team  selections,  respectively,  on 
the  National  Association  of  Ba.s- 
ketball  Coaches/Sears  All-Amer- 
ica squad. 

Amy  Peterson  '95  and  Jeff 
Turnage  '94  were  honored  as 
lUP's  recipients  of  the 
Robbins/ECAC  Scholar-Athlete 
Award  for  the  1995-96  school 
year.  Peterson  led  the  women's 


soccer  team  to  the  PSAC  cham- 
pionship and  repeated  as  the 
conference  player  of  the  year. 
Turnage,  now  a  graduate  student 
at  lUP.  collected  virtually  every 
available  All-.^merica  honor  as  a 
nose  tackle  for  the  football  team. 

Kicker  Michael  Geary  '93  is 
playing  w  ith  the  Coniiccliciit 
Coyotes  of  the  Arena  Football 
League  this  summer.  Geary 
earned  All-America  honors  in 
1993.  when  he  led  Division  II  in 
kick  scoring. 

Tammy  Slusser  '87,  the  1994 
champion,  finished  fourth  in  the 
women's  division  at  the  Pitts- 
burgh Marathon  w  ilh  a  tniie  of 
2:50:35.  John  Flaherty  '87  was 
the  leading  lUP  alumnus  in  the 
men's  division,  placing  fifteenth 
in  2:26:41. 

Senior  Jeff  Carr  captured  two 
senior  di\  ision  titles  at  the 
United  States  Amateur  Snow- 
boarding  Association  champi- 
onships in  Mt.  Snow.  Vt.  Can- 
prevailed  in  the  slalom  and  com- 
bined alpine  (slalom  and  giant 
slalom)  events.  "I  finished  third 
in  the  slalom  once  before,"  he 
said.  "But  this  was  a  little  bit  of  a 
shock.  1  certainly  didn't  expect 
to  win." 

Former  .'\ll-.4nierican  Jim 
Haslett  '79  has  been  promoted  to 
delensn  e  coordinator  of  the 
New  Orleans  Saints,  for  whom 
he  served  as  linebackers  coach  in 
1995.  Haslett  began  his  NFL 
coaching  career  u  ith  the  Los 
■Angeles  Raiders  in  1993. 

Jack  Henry  '69  has  returned  to 


the  NFL  as  the  San  Diego 
Chargers'  offensive  line  coach. 
Henry,  who  played  and  coached 
at  lUP,  previously  served  in  the 
same  capacity  with  the 
Pittsburgh  Stealers. 

The  lUP  women's  swimming 
team  placed  eleventh  at  the 
NCA.A  Division  II  meet, 
narrowly  missing  a  fourth  con- 
secutive top  ten  finish.  Senior 
Tiffany  Staver  earned  four  All- 
.America  aw  ards,  boosting  her 
career  total  to  ten. 

Sophomore  shortstop  Steve 
Murray  wielded  a  torrid  bat  for 
the  baseball  team  ( 14-25)  this 
spring.  Murray  led  the  PSAC  in 
batting  (.424)  and  the  Indians  in 
RBIs  (29).  home  runs  (4),  dou- 
bles (8).  and  nms  (30).  Junior 
pitcher  Rich  Schnur  (S-3)  tied  for 
the  conference  lead  in  \  ictories. 

Bob  Miscik  '80,  M'89 
resigned  as  manager  of  the 
Bowie  (Md.)  Baysox.  the  Balti- 
more Orioles'  Class  A  A  Eastern 
League  farm  club,  one  week  into 
the  season.

"I  enjoyed  baseball — I  just 
didn't  enjoy  the  lifestyle."  he 
explained.  "It  got  to  the  point 
where  I  had  enough  of  the 
hotels,  the  travel,  and  the  uncer- 
tainty that  goes  w  ith  the  job." 

Miscik's  retirement  leaves 
Bruce  Yard  as  the  lone  lUP  prod- 
uct in  the  minors.  Yard,  like  Mis- 
cik a  former  all-conference  short- 
stop, is  playing  w  ith  the  Vero 
Beach  Dodgers  of  the  Class  A 
Florida  State  League.  This  is  his 
fourth  professional  season.

League.

After  four  sensational 
seasons  at  RIP.  where  he 
attracted  pro  scouts  the 
way  Madonna  attracts 
paparazzi,  Villarrial  has 
settled  into  the  Chicago 
Bears  training  camp  at 
Lake  Forest,  III.  He's 
thrilled  Just  to  have  an 
opportunity  to  make  a 
living  playing  football. 

"I'm  ecstatic  about  it," 
said  Villarrial,  a  Hum- 
melstown  native  who 
majored  in  education  for 
the  exceptional  child. 
"All  I  wanted  was  to 
have  the  chance  to  play 
in  the  NFL.  It's  been  a 
dream  of  mine  since  I 
was  a  little  kid  watching 
the  NFL  on  TV." 

That  little  kid  blos- 
somed into  a  strapping 
six-foot,  three-inch, 
305-pound  hulk  who 
regularly  overpowered 
defenders  at  IL'P. 

"Chris  could  be  the 
best  offensive  lineman 
we've  ever  had  here," 
said  head  coach  Frank 
Cignetti.  "He's  been  a 
dominating  player  in  our 
conference." 

Small  wonder  Villar- 
rial made  four  All- 
America  teams  in  1995. 
Of  course,  those  acco- 
lades came  as  a  guard. 
The  Bears  have  since 
shifted  him  to  center. 
Rather  than  fret  about 
making  the  transition, 
he's  adopted  the  Alfred 


E.  Neuman  philosophy: 
What,  me  worry? 

"Center's  basically 
like  guard — the  only 
thing  is.  you've  got  to 
recognize  the  [defensive] 
fronts  and  call  out  the 
formations."  And,  Vil- 
larrial adds  with  a 
chuckle,  "remember  the 
snap  count.  Make  sure 
you  get  the  ball  back  to 
the  quarterback." 

He's  not  entirely  unfa- 
miliar with  the  position. 
Villarrial  started  six 
games  there  as  an  HJP 
freshman  before  moving 
to  tackle  as  a  sophomore 
and  then  to  guard  as  a 
junior. 

"My  freshman  year 
was  the  last  time  I 
played  at  center,"  he 
said.  "But  over  the  years 
I  was  the  second-string 
center.  I  knew  our  whole 
lUP  line  system — I  knew 
every  position,  so  I  could 
basically  play  anywhere." 

Villarrial's  versatility, 
in  concert  with  his 
exceptional  strength, 
made  him  a  hot 
commodity  in  the  NFL. 
The  Bears  selected  him 
in  the  fifth  round  of  the 
April  draft,  the  152nd 
player  taken.  Only  three 
previous  HJP  products 
were  drafted,  and  only 
one  higher:  Jim  Haslett, 
who  was  tabbed  by  the 
Buffalo  Bills  in  the  sec- 
ond round  in  1979. 
Haslett  developed  into 
an  All-Pro  linebacker 
and  now  coaches  in 
the  NFL  (see  Namedrop- 
pers).  The  others? 
Flanker  Dave  Smith, 


picked  by  the 
Pittsburgh  Steelers  in 
the  eighth  round  in 
1970,  and  quarterback 
Lynn  Hieber,  the 
Cincinnati  Bengals' 
seventeenth-round 
choice  in  1976. 

Villarrial  clearly 
Joined  an  exclusive 
lUP  fraternity  when 
the  Bears  called  his 
name. 

"I  feel  honored,"  he 
said.  "Thing  is,  I  just 
hope  I  can  keep  up  the 
tradition,  because 
everyone  that  got 
drafted  from  here  has 
been  really  good,  made 
it  really  big  in  the  pros. 
I  Just  hope  I  can  keep 
that  going." 

The  Bears  are  confi- 
dent he  can.  In  fact, 
they  expect  Villarrial 
to  contribute  immedi- 
ately. That's  not  to  say 
he'll  start — Ed  Cun- 
ningham, an  off-sea- 
son free-agent  acquisi- 
tion from  the  Arizona 
Cardinals,  was  consid- 
ered the  frontrunner 
as  camp  opened — but 
chances  are  good  Vil- 
larrial will  challenge 
for  playing  time. 

It's  the  kind  of  post- 
graduate work  he 
dreamed  of  as  a  young- 
ster. There's  a  bonus, 
too.  Villarrial  won't 
have  to  pay  a  penny  for 
his  education.  The 
Bears  will  pay  him.
